The rule makes in order as original text for the 
purpose of amendment the amendment in the nature 
of a substitute recommended by the Committee on 
the Judiciary now printed in the bill and provides 
that it shall be considered as read. The rule waives 
all points of order against that amendment in the 
nature of a substitute. The rule makes in order only 
those further amendments printed in the Rules 
Committee report. Each such amendment may be of-
fered only in the order printed in the report, may 
be offered only by a Member designated in the re-
port, shall be considered as read, shall be debatable 
for the time specified in the report equally divided 
and controlled by the proponent and an opponent, 
shall not be subject to amendment, and shall not be 
subject to a demand for division of the question. The 
rule waives all points of order against the amend-
ments printed in the report. The rule provides one 
motion to recommit with or without instructions. In 
section 2, the rule provides for consideration of con-
current resolutions providing for adjournment during 
the month of July, 2016. In section 3, the rule pro-
vides that on any legislative day during the period 
from June 23, 2016, through July 4, 2016: the 
Journal of the proceedings of the previous day shall 
be considered as approved; and the Chair may at any 
time declare the House adjourned to meet at a date 
and time to be announced by the Chair in declaring 
the adjournment. In section 4, the rule provides that 
the Speaker may appoint Members to perform the 
duties of the Chair for the duration of the period ad-
dressed by section 4. Finally, in section 5, the rule 
provides that it shall be in order at any time on the 
legislative day of June 23, 2016, or June 24, 2016, 
for the Speaker to entertain motions that the House 
suspend the rules and that the Speaker or his des-
ignee shall consult with the Minority Leader or her 
designee on the designation of any matter for consid-
eration pursuant to this section. Testimony was 
heard from Representatives Ratcliffe, Johnson of 
Georgia, and Yoho. 

CONFERENCE REPORT TO ACCOMPANY 
THE MILITARY CONSTRUCTION AND 
VETERANS AFFAIRS AND RELATED 
AGENCIES APPROPRIATIONS ACT, 2017
